From 2 to 5 p.m. the Fabing-McKay-Spanne house will be open The Lom­ 
poc Museum will open from 1 to 4 p.m. that day and Monday 
Police in strong warning 
on overparked vehicles 


Cars, campers and boat trailers left 
parked on city streets for more than 72 
hours are subject to being towed away at 
the owner’s expense and the owner cited, 
Lompoc Police Capt. Howard Reshoft 
warned today. 
City forces have towed 54 cars from 
public thoroughfares since Jan. 1 of this 
year, Reshoft said, and 13 inoperative 
cars have been towed from private 
property. It is a violation of law to keep 
an inoperative car on private property 
when it is in the public view. 
Cars or vehicles of any sort are also 
subject to the law when left for more 
than 72 hours in shopping center parking 
lots. Reshoft said. 
“ Violation of the 72-hour parking limit 
law has always been a problem, but it 
has become a more serious problem in 


recent weeks.” Reshoft said 
Reshoft also warned that an owner 
cannot avoid the strictures of the law by 
the ploy of moving a vehicle a few feet 
ahead or back in to change its parking 
position “ The city attorney has ruled 
that such an owner is still violating the 
law.” Reshoft said. “ We try to lean over 
backward to help the owner, but we can 
go only so far and then we have to issue a 
citiation.” 
Reshoft said his officers frequently 
will ring a doorbell when they find a car 
overparking the time limit and the owner 
usually moves the car from the street 
He said families that own several cars 
and park them on the street forget that 
they must move all the vehicles from the 
street before the 72 hours has elapsed or 
face the penalties.

As a result of an action filed with the 
Federal Power Commission in opposi­ 
tion to a proposed increase in costs 
charged for electrical power from the 
Pacific Gas and Electric Company, a 
two-month suspension of the increase 
has been granted, it was learned today. 
The action had been filed by the 
Northern California Power Agency on 
behalf of the cities of Lompoc, Santa 
Clara. Lodi, Palo Alto, Redding, 
Roseville. Gridley, Ukiah, Healdsburg 
and Biggs, and the Plumas-Sierra REC. 
PG &E had filed the prospective rate 
increase with the FPC on July 29. At its 
August 12 meeting in Palo Alto, the 
NCPA Commission had authorized its at­ 
torneys to seek FPC rejection and/or 
suspension of the increase “ and to take 
other appropriate legal actions to pre­ 
vent implementation” of the proposed 
hike. 
Lompoc City Administrator Gene L. 
Wahlers told the Record from San Fran­ 
cisco, where he went Thursday to attend 
a League of Cities meeting following the 
NCPA meeting in Redding, that the two- 
month suspension of the increase will 
result in a net savings to NCPA cities of 
$550.000. Lompoc's share of the savings 
will amount to approximately $16,700 per 
month. 
“ We are not pleased with the shortness 
of the extension,” said Wahlers who 
noted the NCPA had asked for at least a 
five-month suspension of the proposed 
increase “ However, it is one of the bet­ 
ter deals we have received from the 
Federal Power Commission in our ac­ 
tions against PG & E.” 
As a result of the suspension, the in­ 
crease in cost for electrical power sup­ 
plied to member cities of the NCPA will 
not go into effect until October 26 this 
year. 
“ Once the increase does go into effect, 
we are looking at an additional cost of 
approximately $200.000 a year for the 
City of Lompoc,” Wahlers said “ We will 
have to be taking a look at how to deal 
with this insofar as the electrical users 
in the city are concerned." 
Any increase in electrical utility rates 
will have to be approved by the city coun­ 
cil, a city official said today. 
If the entire anticipated increase of 
$200,000 per year is to be passed along to 
the consumers, the average household 
would be affected by about $1.50 per 
month, it was estimated 
That figure would vary, however, 
depending on the time of year the com­ 
putation is made. In low-usgae months, 
the total would be less, whereas in 
December, for instance, it would be 
higher. 
A city official calculated that on the 
basis of the latest billing for the month of 
July, users' bills would have been in­ 
creased by about 15 per cent for 
electrical service had the anticipated in­ 
crease of $16,700 per month been in ef­ 
fect at that time 


Summer's last fling set 


for millions in U.S.

The closing of the work day today 
meant the beginning of summer’s last fl­ 
ing for millions of Americans — a 
weekend of clam bakes, beach parties, 
picnics, backyard barbecues and billions 
of miles of driving. 
Police departments across the country 
geared up today to handle the holiday 
throngs of motorists. 
National Safety Council President Vin­ 
cent Tofany estimates motorists will 
travel about 13.1 billion miles during the 
long holiday weekend, which begins at 6 
p.m. local time today and ends at mid­ 
night Monday night. 


Monday holiday 
closing revealed 


Schools, banks and government offices 
will close Monday for Labor Day, but 
the City of Lompoc’s solid waste disposal 
landfill on South Avalon Road, and the 
Municipal Pool will be open. 
Most food markets will be open from 
10 a.m. to 7 p.m., but most other major 
commercial outlets will close for the 
day Lompoc Record’s circulation office 
will remain open until 4 p.m.; the new 
spaper’s business office will be closed 
for the day. 
Lompoc Library and Village Library 
will close for the day. 
Police. Highway Patrol and sheriff’s 
department will have extra patrols on 
streets and highways during a maximum 
traffic enforcement period beginning at 6 
p m today and ending at midnight Mon­ 
day

New Jersey State Police expect to 
keep an eye on some 1 54 million vehicles 
on the New Jersey Turnpike during the 
weekend and officials asked troopers and 
toll collectors to watch out for “ drinking, 
erratic and fatigued drivers.” 


Bob Holetz. deputy director of the 
Iowa Department of Public Safety, said 
six airplanes will be scanning the state’s 
highways from "sunrise to sunset." 


The American Automobile Association 
says the travel also will cost only a little 
more this weekend than during the

(This is the last of a three-part series). 
“ Everything we do in CB is basically 
illegal.” 
Those are the words of an area veteran 
citizen’s band radio operator. Indeed, 
most of the practices or radio habits of 
the average CB crowd are illegal — from 
the humorous handles to the everyday 
gossiping which clutters the channels. 
The Federal Communications Com­ 
mission has relaxed the requirement 
that operators identify themselves only 
with their three-letter, four-number 
combination of call letters Radio users 
are now allowed to use their handles in 
conjunction with their call letters. 
The witty handles or CB nicknames 
are a big part of the colorful CB lingo 
which once again has distorted proper 
English while creating almost another 
unique dialect of the national language 
“ The handles originally stood for a 
person’s occupation,” said G arry 
Benson, a lineman for the city whose 
handle accordingly is "Pole Climber ” 
“ But you can’t go by that anymore.” 
The younger radio enthusiasts es­ 
pecially, appear to reach for the flashy, 
original CB code name They range from 
“ Mini Wheels," a label tacked on a Hh 
year-old Lompoc high school student 
from his days as the owner of a small, 
50cc motorcycle, to others like “ Droopy 
Droors.” “ Kamikaze Cowboy,” “ Island 
Style." a female, and “ Zookeeper,” with 
meanings that are questionable at best 
But all the handles carry some kind of 
latent meaning — from Lompoc sanita­ 
tion superintendent’s “ Mr. Clean,” to a 
Thousand Oaks engineer who is labeled 
“ Captain Jaw s,” because of an extreme 
hate for sharks 
to “ Lonesome 
Traveler,” a local divorcee 
Another illegal favorite of CBers is to 
“ shoot skip ” This is bouncing radio 
waves off the ionosphere to allow tran­ 
smitting longer distances than the 150- 
mile legal limit One local operator, who 
w ill remain nameless for obvious 
reasons, said he had talked to 48 states. 
Greenland. Guam, the Bahamas and a 
list of other countries He admitted hav­ 
ing an illegal linear booster which in­ 
creased his wattage above the legal five- 
watt limit, but said he made most of his 
long distance calls “ shooting Skip ” 
“ When you shoot skip,” said another 
local CBer. with five years in the hobby, 
“ it is always more of a thrill doing it sort 
of bare-footed (legal) than with boots on 
(with a linear booster) ” 
“ It is a challenge to see how far you 


can go on the radio.” said Dorothy 
Andrews, who claimed to be one of the 
few absolutely legal radio operators in 
the Valley. “ For some this is getting 
more power and shooting skip, but it is 
more of a challenge just to see what you 
can do on a little, legal five-watter like 
we have.” 
The FCC is the watchdog over the 
public air waves and from time to time 
FCC agents monitor the CB conversation 
in the Valley But, the Valley buffs say 
they have a handle on the FCC. 
“ The minute they (FCC agents) hit 
Santa Barbara.” claimed Michele Akers, 
“ someone calls Lompoc They can never 
sneak into Lompoc — within two hours 
everyone knows. 


“ You can usually tell.” Akers ex­ 
plained. “ because the older CBers in 
town starting using their call letters — 
then you know they’re coming ” Other 
CBers said the radio becomes very quiet 
when “ the word” starts circulating. 
Besides FCC violations, there are 
other questionable activities carried on 
over the CB. 
Truckers again are the innovators of 
the less than legal radio uses During the 
fuel crisis and truckers’ strike they 
began using their radios to maintain 
locations on “ smokeys” or highway 
patrol cars and avoiding weigh stations. 


The trend spread and “ Newsweek” 
magazine even reported there are CB 
hookers who operate through their radios 
on the nation’s busiest interstate 
highways enticing truckers to “ health 
clubs." 


In addition to general small talk, local 


teen-agers use their radios to arrange 
dates and they also monitor city police 
movements Further, according to one 
teen-ager. "If someone wants to drag, 
we’ll watch for cops for them 
Invita­ 
tions heard over the air to 
tip a few 
brown bottles.” or “ share some Rocky 
Mountain dew ’ indicate the younger set 
also arranges small parties with its 
radios 
However, any possible CB corruption 
is news to the Lompoc Police Depart­ 
ment 
“ Up until now.” said Capt. Howard 
Reshoft of the Lompoc PD, “ we have 
had no indication that any of this type 
of activities are occuring in Lompoc 
But. if they were, local groups like 
CDAP (Civil Defense Auxiliary Patrol) 
and others would bring it to our attention 
and we would take appropriate action.” 
Local CBers also said there are 
problems with some operators not 
observing CB etiquette 
“ The few of them that forget they are 
on the CB when they are talking about 
their booze or broads sometimes get aw­ 
fully risque.” said a teen-age CBer 
One area radio veteran complained of 
discourtesy becoming habit on the radio 
“ If you don’t jump in there as soon as 
someone says ‘we’re clear.’ you’re lost.” 
“ A lot of people get on the radio, both 
young and old, and suddenly they are 20 
feet tall,” said Tom Rush, a CB dealer in 
Lompoc “ They are running a lot of the 
old timers off the radio " 


But the congestion on channel 21 and 
all the other 22 frequencies should ease 
when the FCC allows citizen’s band radio 
to expand to 40 channels in January 1977 
Unemployment rate edges higher 
to 7.9 per cent during August 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — The nation’s 
unemployment rate edged up slightly in 
August to 7 9 per cent, its highest level 
this year, the government said today. 
Although last month’s increase was 
smaller than in the two previous months, 
the 0.1 per cent rise constituted the third 
consecutive month that the jobless rate 
has gone up. the Labor Department said 
Unemployment went up 0.2 per cent in 
June and 0.3 per cent in July 
The overall 7 9 per cent rate is the 
highest unemployment has been since 
last December, when it was 8 3 per cent, 
the department said 
The latest jobless statistics cast some 


doubt on earlier administration predic­ 
tions that unemployment will drop below 
7 per cent by the end of the year There 
will be only one more unemployment 
report before November’s presidential 
election and those results could play a 
vital role in the outcome of that contest 
The department reported that the total 
number of Americans out of work last 
month was 7 5 million, up slightly from 
Ju ly’s figure of 7 4 million 
Most of the increase came as a result 
of a large rise in the number of teen­ 
agers without jobs The jobless rate for 
teen-agers jumped from 18 I per cent to 
19 7 per cent in August

Kallman, who as a county 
supervisor sits on the water 
agency board, directed the 
question at Lawrance after say­ 
ing he “understood" Lawrance 
has been studying the cost of 
state water via the coastal 
aqueduct for a flow of 31,400 
acre feet per year to the coun­ 
ty's South Coast area. 
A comparison of this cost 
figure, when arrived at with the 
cost of a like amount of sup­ 
plemental water to the South 
Coast via the “back door” from 
Ventura seemed needed at this 
point, the Santa Barbara super­ 
visor indicated. 
Since the county is under 
agreement with the state to 
have a maximum of 57,700 acre 
feet of State Project water 
delivered to the county when 
and if the voters approve large- 
s c a le 
fun d in g m e a su r e s, 
Lawrance was asked where the 
31,400 acre feet figure came in. 
He explained that this in­ 
volved the supposition that 
20,500 acre feet could go to the 
south coast agencies receiving 
Cachuma Water with another 
10,900 acre feet assumed to go 
to other south coast areas west 
of El Capitan. beyond the 
Goleta County Water District 
boundary. 
Such figures were handed 
over to the water advisory com ­ 
mittee last spring. Lawrance 
stated. 


Kallman said he would like 
Lawrance to draw up data 
which set up possible cost 
figures for state water via a 
coastal aqueduct (1) unblended 
with Cachuma water, and (2) 
blended with Cachuma water 
(full entitlement to the Santa 
Barbara South Coast, and also 
data on state water via Ventura 
County blended and unblended 
with Cachuma w ater.) 


“I’d also like an estim ate of 
the cost per acre foot of filtered 
water for the large South Coast 
water users,” he added, mean­ 
ing the Goleta County Water 
District and the city of Santa 
Barbara. It was recognized, he 
said, that both of these dis­ 
tributors have “excess treat­ 
ment and filter capacity.”

GENEVA. Switzerland (UPI) 
— The 30-nation Disarmament 
Conference concluded its 1976 
session today with agreement 
in principle on a draft treaty 
banning environmental war­ 
fare. 
The treaty, to prohibit hostile 
modification of the environ­ 
ment to produce earthquakes, 
tidal waves or changes in the 
atmosphere, now goes to the 
United Nations General Assem­ 
bly for further debate. 
“My delegation is of course 
aware that the modified text is 
not ideal from all points of 
view.” United Nations negotia­ 
tor Joseph Martin Jr. told the 
conference. 
“But we remain convinced 
the convention will effectively 
eliminate whatever serious 
dangers might be posed by 
military or any other hostile 
use 
of 
e n v iro n m e n ta l 
m odification tech n iq u es.” 
Martin said. 
Several delegations said that 
while they support the draft 
treaty in principle their govem- 
m ents m ust still decide 
whether or not to accord it for­ 
mal approval at the General 
Assembly.

Ford bans 
aliens from 
employment 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
President Ford ordered the 
Civil Service Com mission 
Thursday to continue barring 
aliens from government em­ 
ployment. despite the Supreme 
Court’s rejection of the ban. 
“ I am issuing an executive 
order which generally prohibits 
the employment of aliens in the 
competitive service." Ford 
said in a letter to the House and 
the Senate. 
The Supreme Court ruled 
June 1 that the Civil Service 
Commission’s own general 
prohibition against the employ­ 
ment of aliens violated the due 
process clause of Fifth Amend­ 
ment. 
But the court, noting that the 
commission had instituted the 
ban on its own, left open the 
question of whether Congress 
or the President might issue a 
broad prohibition against em­ 
ployment of aliens in the civil 
service. 
Ford said in his letter he was 
exercising that constitutional 
prerogative. He added that 
Congress continues to maintain 
the primary responsibility in 
the matter and should follow up 
with action of its own. 
“ I have concluded that it is in 
the national interest to reserve 
the long-standing policy of 
generally prohibiting the em­ 
ployment of aliens from posi­ 
tions in the competitive ser­ 
vice. except where the ef­ 
ficiency of the service or the 
natio n al in te re st d ic ta te 
otherwise in specific cases or 
circumstances," Ford said. 
Under Ford’s order, only U S 
citizens or nationals can take a 
com petitive civil service 
examination, much less be 
hired. 
The Supreme Court, in a 5-4 
opinion by Justice John Paul 
Stevens, held that the Civil Ser­ 
vice Commission could bar 
aliens from government jobs on 
a job-by-job basis only after 
stating specific reasons for do­ 
ing so, such as to protect 
national security. 
The court said it would as­ 
sume, “without deciding," that 
the President or Congress could 
explicitly decide to bar aliens 
from any federal service as an 
incentive for naturalization, for 
administrative convenience or 
to provide the President “with 
an expendable token for treaty 
negotiation purposes 


tion. The President, mindful of 
Reagan’s Southern appeal, said 
the former California governor 
and defeated rival for the GOP 
nom ination ag reed to do 
whatever he could for the cam­ 
paign.

CAPE TOWN. South Africa 
(UPI) — Riot police today fired 
buckshot and charged with 
batons into thousands of mulat­ 
to demonstrators who swarmed 
through Cape Town’s main 
white shopping center, shouting 
antigovernment slogans. 
The rioting, in its third day, 
flashed from downtown Cape 
Town to black and mulatto 
townships, at Langa, Hanover 
Park and Maitland where police 
uncovered caches of gasoline 
bombs during the night. Police 
said they shot two unidentified 
mulatto rioters Thursday 
Cape Town hospital officials 
said a third man died Thursday 
of wounds inflicted during the 
rioting and police reported 
another man apparently hanged 
himself in a prison cell soon 
after his arrest during the 
violence 
The violence, part of nation­ 
wide unrest that has left nearly 
300 dead in 10 weeks, coincided 
with the start of Premier John 
V o rster’s visit to Zurich. 
Switzerland, for three days of 
crisis talks on southern Africa 
with Secretary of State Henry 


A. Kissinger. 
Before his dawn departure 
from Johannesburg, Vorster 
said his mission was “one of the 
m ost im p o rtan t” a South 
African Prime Minister had 
ever undertaken The two men 
will discuss specifically the 
volatile situation in Rhodesia 
and South West Africa (Nami­ 
bia).

in three weeks.

sources said Thursday that 
Sarkis, who recently met with 
Syrian, Christian and Palestini­ 
an leaders, was “highly op­ 
timistic" the broad lines of a 
peace settlem ent could be 
drafted between now and then. 
But fighting raged on Thurs­ 
day in Beirut, and around the 
southern port of Sidon and the 
northern port of Tripoli, both of 
which came under heavy shell­ 
ing. according to m ilitary 
reports. 
In B eirut, exchanges of 
rocket, mortar and machine 
gun fire killed at least 18 
persons and wounded 31, in­ 
cluding eight Sudanese soldiers 
from the Arab League peace­ 
keeping force injured by Chris­ 
tian shelling. 
In the south. Palestinian 
spokesmen said Syrian troops 
have moved back into Jezzine, 
14 miles east of Sidon, to bolster 
Christian forces shelling the 
leftist-held port. There was no 
immediate confirmation of the

Leftists, meanwhile, charged 
that Israel was massing troops 
along its northern border with 
Lebanon. An army spokesman 
in Tel Aviv denied the report.

Overtime work sought 
to produce flu vaccine 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
government is suggesting that 
drug manufacturers put work­ 
ers on overtime to speed up the 
packaging of vaccine for the 
nationwide swine flu immuniza­ 
tion program, which is running 
behind schedule 
President Ford summoned of­ 
ficials of the Department of 
Health. Education and Welfare 
to the White House Thursday to 
see what could be done about 
getting the program on track 
“ It damn well better run 
right.” press secretary Ron 
Nessen quoted the President as 
saying 
The program is supposed to 
reach 143 million Americans 
and HEW reported there is 
enough vaccine on hand in bulk 
to make up more than 100 
million doses The critical shor­ 
tage is in individual doses. 
After meeting with the Presi­ 
dent. HEW Secretary David 
Mathews told reporters that 
Dr Theodore Cooper, an assis­ 
tant HEW secretary and chief 
of the vaccine program, has 
contacted all the vaccine 
manufacturers concerning a lag 
in vaccine production. 
Mathews said the manufac­ 
turers had interpreted the “per­ 
missible date” of delivery of 
vaccine vials as Oct. 1, the ef­ 
fective date of insurance 
liability. Mathews said HEW 
had hoped for delivery by Sept 
15. 
Cooper said the manufactur- 


ers told him there has been “no 
delay in production or bottling’’ 
but he asked them to consider 
giving overtime to workers to 
speed up the output 
Mathews, in a letter to vac­ 
cine manufacturers, estimated 
only 20 4 million individually 
p ack ag ed doses w ill be 
available by Oct 
1. when 
nationwide vaccination was due 
to start 
“Compared to earlier projec­ 
tions by industry.” Mathews 
said, “this represents a de­ 
crease of 74 3 per cent ” 
The conversion from bulk to 
individual dose was delayed by 
the manufacturers until after 
Congress passed legislation to 
untangle insurance questions 
that arose over the program 
Manufacturers said that the 
conversion was far behind 
schedule by Aug 
11, when 
Congress resolved the issue In­ 
dustry spokesmen said the 
process of putting the bulk vac­ 
cine into vials takes about six 
weeks 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The 
former president of Toyota 
Motor Distributors, Inc., was 
indicted by a federal grand jury 
Thursday for allegedly ac­ 
cepting $433.500 in kickbacks 
from American companies. 
Shohi H a tto ri, 63, was 
charged with accepting the 
kickbacks from 1969 to 1972 and 
funnelmg the money through a 
Bahamian bank suspected as 
being a refuge for American tax 
evaders. 
The indictment said Hatton 
had U S Toyota distributors 
make payments to either Kami 
Enterprises, a California auto 
accessory importer, or Atlas 
Enterprises, a Japanese corpo­ 
ration 


Hattori recommended who in 
the United States would have 
Toyota distribution rights. He 
was charged with accepting 
kickbacks from regional dis­ 
tributors at the rate of $2 for 
each car brought into the 
United States.

Enzyme could 
prolong life 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
People could live for 800 years 
if scientists could just find an 
elusive little enzyme 


Discovery of that enzyme. 
Dr 
Johan B jorksten said 
Thursday, would mean an 
average life expectancy of eight 
centuries 


Bjorksten told the American 
Chemical Society convention 
here that aging occurs when 
two m olecules in a gene 
become hooked together by a 
process called “cross-linking ” 


If an enzyme could be found 
that would dissolve the bonds 
linking the molecules, he said, 
the process of growing old

target of ads for Spider Man 
V itam ins and other drug 
products as a result of a land­ 
mark decision by the Federal 
Trade Commission. 
The agency announced Thurs­ 
day it was clamping severe 
restrictions on the advertising 
of Spider Man Vitamins, a 
product of the Hudson Phar­ 
maceutical Corp. It said the use 
of “hero figures” can trade on 
children’s trust and open the 
door to overdoses. 
As a result of a complaint to 
th e FTC by A ctio n fo r 
Children’s Television, a Boston- 
based public interest group, 
Hudson voluntarily quit running 
Spider Man commercials on 
TV Hudson then signed a con­ 
sent order agreeing to the 
FTC’s new restrictions. 
The settlement bans the use 
of children’s vitamin ads on 
television or in print if the 
“dominant appeal” is to chil­ 
dren or if children make up half 
the audience of tv programs 
carrying the ads. 
In addition, the company may 
not air children’s vitamin ads 
television before 9:05 p.m. 
on 
local time if 
another hero 
Spider 
figure is 
Man or 
used. 


may not depict a hero figure 
larger than half the size of the 
ad itself; may not advertise 
children’s vitamins at all in 
comic books, and may not mail 
such ads directly to children. 
“Children are unqualified by 
age or experience to decide for 
themselves whether or not they 
should use multiple vitamin 
supplements in general or an 
advertised brand in p ar­ 
ticular,” the commission said. 
“Thus the directing of adver­ 
tising of multiple vitamin sup­ 
plements to children is in itself 
an unfair practice.” 
Hudson's ads had featured 
the Spider Man cartoon charac­ 
ter, described as the single 
m ost popular personality 
among children 
ACT President Peggy Char- 
ren said the settlement is “a 
precedent-setting event” be­ 
cause it “treats children as a 
very special audience which is 
the kind of message ACT has 
been trying to get accepted by 
the government for years 
now.”

Oil execs

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The 
president of the Southern 
California Rapid Transit Dis­ 
trict's Board of Directors says 
he hopes his colleagues will 
decide to lower their previous 
contract offers to striking bus 
drivers and mechanics 
The directors followed Byron 
Cook's lead Thursday in voting 
8-3 to reject a “ compromise” 
proposal approved by negotia­ 
tors from both sides that would 
have given the striking em­ 
ployes a 21 per cent increase in 
wages and benefits over the 
next three years. 
More than 750.000 riders in 
four Southern California coun­ 
ties were left without bus ser­ 
vice 12 days ago when the two 
unions rejected a management 
offer for an increase of nearly 
19 5 per cent The unions sought 
a total boost of about 24 per 
cent. 
“ The position of the board is 
that the offer that is on the 
table presently is the last offer 
that was made by the Rapid 
Transit District." Cook said in 
a statement Thursday night. 
“ I presume the disposition of 
the board is to leave that offer 
on the table for a short period if 
time. How long it will be there I 
do not know.” 
Cook said he hopes that if the 
strikes continues more board 
members will agree to reduce 
the offer to a 15.5 per cent in­ 
crease that was recommended 
by a fact-finding committee ap­ 
pointed by Gov. Edmund Brown 
Jr. 
He said three of the 11 direc­ 
tors favored a reduction during 
Thursday's session.

California 
a tinderbox

drought has turned California 
into a tinderbox that could ex­ 
plode into one of the state’s 
worst fire seasons this fall. 
“ Southern California is fac­ 
ing up to its worst fire poten­ 
tial." deputy Mike Schori said 
Thursday in anticipation of the 
Labor Day weekend.

winds " 
Schori 
said 
the 
greatest 
danger is in the fields and 
forests near Los Angeles, which 
have received the least rain and 
will get the heaviest use by 
campers and hikers. 
A storm dropped up to three 
inches of rain in many Northern 
California areas last month, but 
officials say the area was so dry 
that 
the 
showers apparently 
had little effect. 
F ire dam age 
in 
1976 
is 
already much heavier than last 
year, with the worst months 
coming up 
Officials say 17,587 acres of 
federal forest land in California 
burned in the first six months of 
this year, a 413 per cent in­ 
crease over 1975. There were a 
total of 1,600 fires from January 
through June, up 248 per cent 
from last year 


United Press International 
Drought has turned the Mississippi River blue, forests 
black and crops a withered brown in the dust-dry midlands. 
Projected bumper crops fizzled in much of the Midwest 
and forest fires raged unchecked over portions of the North 
Woods. Hot, dry weather also has turned California 


woodlands into tinderboxes. 
The drought has even affected transportation on the 


Mississippi River. 
The so-called “ Big Muddy” is turning blue in some areas 
because of unusually clear water — the result of tributaries 


failing to carry silt into the river. 
The low water — lowest in 16 years — may make the river 
more colorful but navigation at points along the 2,300-mile 


Mississippi is hazardous. 
Arm y enginiers say commerce on the river was strangled 
in mid-August at New Madrid, Mo., when 50 towboats bear­ 
ing six to 42 barges each were unable to proceed downriver 


because of the shallow depths. 
More than 530 firefighters fought a fire that had burned 
over 1,100 acres in the Boundary Waters Canoe Area of 
northeastern Minnesota by Thursday and 17 new forest fires 
— all small — were reported in other portions of the state. 
In Upper Michigan, officials in the Seney National Wildlife 
Refuge postponed a plan to intentionally burn 35.000 acres in 
an attempt to halt a month old fire that already has charred 
41.000 acres. They said the wind was from the wrong direc­ 
tion and would push fire control lines. 
High temperatures and low humidity held the spread of a 
fire that has burned 111 acres of timber in Wyoming’s Big 
Horn National Forest, a winter range for deer and elk. 
California state foresters say a prolonged drought has 


turned the state into a tinderbox. 
“ Southern California is facing up to its worst fire poten­ 


tial,” one spokesman said. 


The greatest danger is in Los Angeles area woodlands, 
which received the least rain and will get the heaviest use 
during the Labor Day weekend. 
Drought cut into projected bumper crops in the central 
Midwest, forcing crop projections drastically downward. 


The drought was centered in South Dakota. Iowa. 
Nebraska and Minnesota but also has affected crops in por­ 
tions of Wisconsin and Illinois.

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Santa Ynez Airport operator 
says he won't seek new lease 


By DICK PRA U L 
County authorities may select a new fixed base operator for the county airport 
at Santa Ynez by early fall, as a result of an announced decision by current 
veteran operator William Luke to refrain from making a proposal for a new lease. 
Meanwhile, the County Transportation Department went ahead Thursday with 
an advertising program directed throughout a large portion of the state aimed at 
getting new proposals for fixed base operator and for maintenance operations at 
the small airport serving Santa Ynez Valley. 
Luke, the controversial operator for 16 years, apparently became convinced he 
couldn't gain a new lease from the county supervisors when his current lease ex­ 
pires Nov. 6. The supervisors voted to invite proposals from outsiders as well in 
rejecting a County Airport Committee recommendation to have the county 
bargain with Luke for a new fixed base operator lease The committee also 
recommended the county negotiate with Bob d’Agostini for a lease for 
maintenance work d’Agostini has been performing under a sublease granted by 
Luke. 
The supervisors voted to entertain proposals from applicants either wanting to 
take over the whole operation or split it into two operations as is presently done. 
Lompoc Aviation, which performs fixed base and maintenance operations at the 
other county airport in Lompoc Valley, recently was given a new lease by the 
county on the basis of a satisfactory record. 


But complaints have arisen from Santa Ynez Airport patrons concerning as­ 
serted lack of complete service by Luke, who runs a used car rental service at the 
airport on the side. 
Luke’s fleet of 1958 Chevrolets was grounded for a time due to insurance 
problems. Stan Hazen, of Santa Barbara, has an interest in the car rental opera- 
tion. 
. 
It is not certain what Luke will do with the more than 31 aged cars if he pulls 
out of the operation. His legal counsel has informed the board Luke also may have 
as much as $10,000 or more in equipment in the airport operation, including a 
beacon. 
John Maddock, of the County Transportation Department, said advertisments 
inviting proposals concerning airport operation and maintenance are being placed 
in county newspapers. Notices are also being sent to airport managers in 20 
California counties to post on their bulletin boards. 


“ We also have a list of interested persons we will contact,’’ declared Maddock. 
Maddock emphasized that the leases are being placed out for proposals, which 
are not bids. 


Getting bids isn’t the best way of getting the best airport operators, county of­ 
ficials explained. They said the successful applicant would have to meet strict 
county specifications and standards for rendering service.

Prime Minister Kosygin missed 
Ohio, Kentucky busing progams go smooth 
at farewell to Leonid Brezhnev 


MOSCOW (I!PI) - It was 
a lm ost a rou tine sen d -off 
ceremony at a Moscow airport. 
Except for one thing. Prime 
Minister Alexei Kosygin was 
missing from the cluster of 
senior Kremlin officials bidding 
farewell to Soviet leader Leonid 
Brezhnev. 
An appearance at the airport 
Thursday by the 72-year-old 
government head might have 
scotched reports that he suf­ 
fered a stroke and nearly 
drowned recently while swim ­ 
ming at his summer home west 
of Moscow 
But not only did Kosygin miss 
the Brezhnev departure for a 
visit to Soviet Central Asia. At 
almost the same time, a new 
first deputy was appointed to 
assist him. 
Western diplomats said the 
developments could support the 
illness story, which first ap­ 
peared Monday in a London 
newspaper 
However, 
there 
was no confirmation in Moscow 
from 
official 
sources, 
who 
never talk about the private 
lives of their leaders. 


Kosygin has not been seen in 
public since July 22. but was 
known to be vacationing. 
However, in early August his 
m eeting with a group of 
Japanese industrialists was 
canceled on grounds the he was 
suffering from an unspecified 
illness. 
He could have been expected 
to be at the airport Thursday. 
The occasion marked the return 
to work of the senior Soviet 
leadership following their sum­ 
mer vacations. 
The Kosygin illness report ad­ 
ded weight to the elevation of 
Nikolai Tikhonov. 70. from 
deputy to first deputy prime 
minister. 
A metallurgist and boyhood 
friend of Brezhnev. Tikhonov 
had served since 1965 as a 
deputy under Kosygin. He now 
joins Politburo member Kyrill 
T Mazurov in holding the first 
deputy rank. 
One theory for the promotion 
was that the 62-year-old Mazu­ 
rov would be assuming more of 
the prime ministerial duties — 
possibly as a potential succes-

Newsmen lose 


jail appeal 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Four Fresno, C alif., Bee 
newsmen have lost another 
round in their attempt to avoid 
jail on contempt charges for 
refusing to disclose a news 
source. 
The California Supreme 
Court Thursday cleared the 
way for their indefinite jail 
terms by refusing to listen to 
appeal arguments. However, a 
source said the Bee would seek 
a stay from U.S. Supreme Court 
Justice William Rehnquist. 
The court denied a petition 
for hearing and vacated a stay 
granted Aug. 4 when the court 
said it would determine wheth­ 
er to listen to arguments by the 
newsmen. 


The state Supreme Court 
decision meant the case would 
return to Fresno County Superi­ 
or Court Judge Hollis Best who 
will given them a date on which 
to report to jail. 


The newsmen had argued that 
indefinite sentences were coer­ 
cive and would become punitive 
after five days since they had 
no intention of ever disclosing 
their source. 


The four were Managing 
Editor George Gruner, former 
City Editor James Bort Jr. and 
reporters Joe Rosato and 
William Patterson. They had in­ 
voked California’s “shield law’’ 
which permits reporters to 
withhold their sources. 


The Superior Court had held 
that this did not apply to 
withholding sources when 
asked by judges. 


The case began in 1974 when a 
grand jury transcript was 
sealed by Superior Court Judge 
D en ver P eck in p a h , now 
retired, in a case involving 
bribery charges against Marc 
Stefano, a Fresno city coun­ 
cilman. and Julius Aluisi, a 
developer Eventually Stefano 
was acquitted but Aluisi was 
convicted.

Mrs. Dale Wilkins, whose 
husband led an informal group 
of about 60 antibusing parents, 
kept her 7-year-old son out of 
school Thursday because she 
feared for his safety. 
But she said she would send 
her son to school Tuesday 
because the program apparent­ 
ly is working, though the an­ 
tibusing group probably still 
will seek alternatives to busing. 
School Supt. John B. Maxwell 


said buses made about 1,000 
stops to pick up “a lot of giggl­ 
ing, vivacious youngsters — 
nothing new on opening day” 
and delivered them to 62 
schools. 
A random sam ple of six 
elementary and three high 
schools in the southwestern 
Ohio city of 250,000, however, 
showed an absentee rate of 23 
per cent, up 18 per cent from 
last year’s first day of classes 
in the same schools. This meant 
out of a projected 5,143 stu­ 


dents. 3,942 showed up. 
Maxwell said the absentee 
rate does not concern him 
because many children were 
taking part in 4-H activities at 
the county and state fairs. 
In Louisville, Kentucky’s 
largest system completes the 
first week of its second year un­ 
der a federal court school 
desegregation order. 
Antibusing leaders plan 
demonstrations tonight and 
another Sunday night, the latter 
to mark the anniversary of riots 


in Jefferson County, south of 
the city limits, last Sept. 5. one 
day after U.S. District Judge 
James F. Gordon’s desegrega­ 
tion plan took effect. 
“If anyone across the coun­ 
try, sitting home watching 
television, thinks the peaceful

Scott Steffen, a former Lompoc High School football stan­ 
dout and Allan Hancock College mainstay, is reported to 
have a spinal condition which may spell the permanent end 
to his football career. 
The condition is “ either a congenital spinal defect or 
something that has been caused by playing football all the 
way from high school to college,’’ said AHC head football 
coach Rich Christie. Another source described the ailment 
as cracked vertebrae. 
Neither Steffen nor a Dr. Brian Kiniery, an orthopedic 
specialist who concentrates on sport-related injuries, and 
who also made the diagnosis, could be reached for comment. 
Whatever the exact injury is, Steffen left football practice 
at Allan Hancock Tuesday and is apparently through for the 
season and possibly for life. 
“ We were just going in shorts,” explained Christie, “ and 
his lower back had been bothering him. It had bothered him 
before and he asked me if he could get it x-rayed before it got 
as bad as it did in high school.

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Who's the best 
in the NFL

NEW YORK (UPI) — Some people go wild about George 
Allen. Mention his name and right away they tell you he’s the 
best coach in professional football, which I don’t buy at all. 
To me. the best coach is the one who gets the most out of 
what he has. Year in and year out, Don Shula does that better 
than anybody else, so to me he’s the best. Last year, Ted 
Marchibroda got my vote by a shade over Bum Phillips. 
Nobody has any sure way of determining the “best.” Who 
is the “best?” What is the “best?” 
You go into a store. You ask for the “best” and pay for it. 
Does that guarantee you’re getting it? Of course not. 
Edward Bennett Williams, the Washington Redskins’ 
president, stood up at one of those welcome home galas for 
the team in Washington the other day and told everybody this 
was the best team in the history of the club. 
Now. that was quite a mouthful because the Redskins have 
been in business nearly 50 years and occasionally have 
fielded some outstanding teams, including the one Sammy 
Baugh led in 1937 which beat the mighty Chicago Bears for 
the world championship, but Williams didn’t stop there. 
Williams said he “deeply and sincerely” believes the Red­ 
skins were going to give Washington fans the best record the 
city ever had and then he promised the fans the Redskins 
were going to take them to the Super Bowl four months from 
now. 
Ordinarily, when an owner says something like that, it 
means one of two things. Either he’s getting a little carried 
away by his enthusiasm or he’s getting a message across to 
his coach — win or start looking for a job someplace else. In 
this case, though. Williams also said George Allen would be 
"the only coach I ever hire.” 
George Allen’s track record shows he never stays in one 
place too long. This is his sixth season as general manager 
and head coach of the Redskins and that’s about as long as he 
has remained anywhere. His first head coaching job was 
with Morningside College in Iowa and he was there three 
years before moving on to Whittier College. 
After five years there, he took a job as assistant coach 
with the Los Angeles Rams and after a season with them, he 
became the defensive coach with the Chicago Bears. He 
stayed with the Bears longer than anywhere else, but after 
seven seasons with them, he accepted the head coaching job 
with the Rams only to be hit with a breach of contract suit by 
Bears’ owner George Halas. 
Allen won the suit and coached the Rams five feverish 
years during which time he was fired but rehired upon a peti­ 
tion by the players. 
Edward Bennett Williams has been liberal with Allen in­ 
sofar as money is concerned. He has given him pretty much 
a free hand with the Redskins and Allen, in turn, has made 
the same shambles of the Washington budget Hank Stram 
has done with the one in New Orleans. 
Allen okayed the expenditure of a small fortune signing 
free agents John Riggins, Calvin Hill and Jean Fugett. That 
causes automatic problems because the veterans with the 
club say how do you like that, the new guys get all the money 
and all we get is new jerseys. 
A surplus of high salaried players in the Redskins’ se­ 
condary like Jake Scott, Ken Houston. Pat Fischer, Joe 
Lavender and Brig Owens means someone has to sit on the 
bench That means unhappiness, more problems The same 
situation looms with so many capable running backs in Larry 
Brown, the NFL’s Player of the Year not so long ago; Mike 
Thomas, last year’s Rookie of the Year; Riggins and Hill. 
Along with that, the Redskins' offensive line has a lot of 
mileage on it. 
You know how George Allen always says. “The future is 
now." 
Well. Edward Bennett Williams agrees with him He 
wants a world championship in the future. What he really 
means is now.

Red tape snarls raising relic 


GALVESTON. Tex. (UPI) - 
Raising the Civil War ship Hat- 
teras from the sea bottom in­ 
volves more than pumping 113 
years of muck from her decks 
and lifting her to the surface. 
There’s red tape to clear. 
Whoever raises the vessel 
needs the support of the Navy, 
the Department of the Interior 
and the Texas Historical Com­ 
mission to win funding and to 
avoid lengthy, costly court 
fights. 
Getting permission to raise 
the 210-foot. 1,200-ton iron side­ 
wheeler that once had masts is 
about as delicate and time con­ 
suming as the raising will be. 
Otherwise, the ship sunk by 
the Confederate cruiser Alaba­ 
ma in 1863. could indefinitely 
remain 20 miles out and 60 feet 
down in the Gulf of Mexico. 
The challenge appeals to Paul 
Cloutier. 
”We have a very strong legal 
position to be able to go out 


there and dig the thing up 
anytime we want.” said Clou­ 
t i e r , a R i c e U n i v e r s i t y 
p h y s i c i s t 
who 
u s e d 
magnetometers he developed to 
lay claim to the ship last 
March 
“ But the optimal situation is 
to sit back and get the coopera­ 
tion of the various groups and 
that’s what we re trying to do.” 
Cloutier and his company, 
Hatteras Inc., want reimburse­ 
ment for $50.000 in costs, a 
share of the artifacts and 
publication and photographic 
rights on the raising so he can 
p r o m o t e hi s ne w m a g ­ 
netometer. It is believed the 
ship carried no more than about 
$3.000 in gold coin at the time it 
was sunk. 
Cl ou t i er has won Navy 
release of the ship All that re­ 
mains is clearance from the 
D epartm ent of the Interior 
through its state agent, the 
Texas Historical Commission 


That approval depends on 
whether Cloutier can convince 
the commission his title to the 
hulk is clear and his intentions 
are academically honorable. 
“It’s not so much that he

archeologist.” explained State 
Marine Archeologist Barto Ar­ 
nold “ My objection is he and 
his friends are treasure hunters 
who want to make a profit This 
is basically opposed to an 
academic type philosophy of 
knowledge for know ledge's 
sake.”

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Big farmers get good returns 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Big 
farmers earn sharply larger 
percentage returns on their in­ 
vestments than small opera­ 
tors. and the bigger producers 
could get added windfall 
returns if future government 
supports should be based on 
production cost averages for 
both large and small farms. 
Agriculture Department econo­ 
mists say. 
The report by economists J. 
Bruce Hottel and Robert D. 
Reinsel warned that if support 
programs are based on average 
earning or cost figures for all 
farms, the resulting support 
prices “will likely overestimate 
costs or, underestimate earn­ 
ings on larger operations which 
control a majority of produc­ 
tion assets." 
“Government price supports 
based on composite average 
farm earnings will result in 
larger farms benefiting propor­ 
tionately more than smaller 
farms.” the report added 
Current federal support 
prices for individual crops are 
not tied directly to specific crop 
by crop estimates of production 
costs on average or typical 
farms, although some support 
rates are tied to formulas call­ 
ing for hikes when indexes of 
goods used in farm production 
go up 
Some farm groups and law­ 
makers have proposed closer 
links between farm costs and 
supports in the future. The 
Democratic platform, without 
specifically calling for a tie 
between government support 
prices and average costs for 


producing individual crops, said 
future policies should assure 
“ parity returns to farm ers 
based on costs of production 
plus a reasonable profit.” 
The 
Hottel-Reinsel 
report, 
based on 1970 census data, es­ 
timated that average return on 
equity for all farms in 1970 was 
2.1 per cent But it said farms 
with annual sales of $100,000 a 
year and more earned returns 
of 6.9 per cent on equity after 
making allowance for paying 
farm operators for their labor 
and management. 
If extra earnings are added to 
take account of the gain in the 
value of the farm er’s land dur­ 
ing the year, the return on in­ 
vestment to the $100,000 and up 
farms rose to a total of 10.8 per 
cent, the economists added 
For the sm allest class of 
farms, those with sales of $2,500 
and less, the experts calculated 
that after making allowance for 
a labor and management pay­ 
ment to the farm er, returns on 
the producers equity would be 
less than zero — an average of 
minus 6 1 per cent. 


Even if the small farms are 
credited with extra income to 
reflect the year’s increase in 
the sales value of their land, the 
overall net return on equity 
would still be less than zero — 
an average of minus 3 2 per 
cent, the report said. 


Hottel and Reinsel said es­ 
timates which covered all 
farms with sales of $10.000 and 
less — two thirds of the nation's 
1970 farms — showed that if 
real estate appreciation is not 


on 
considered, net returns 
equity were less than zero 
Most of those farm ers who 
remain in the business do so 
largely because they get most 
of their income from nonfarm 
jobs and regard their farm 
primarily as a home and 
sideline business, the econo­ 
mists said 
On larger farms, however, 
the report said returns on 
equity rose with each increase 
in the size class — 2.9 per cent 
for farms with sales of $10,000 
to $20.000 ; 
4 4 per cent for 
farms with sales of $20,000 to 
$40.000; 5 9 per cent for the 
$40.000 to $100,000 class; and 6 9 
per cent for those over $100,000 
This indicates, the report 
said, that there will be continu­ 
ing pressures to increase the 
size of “com m ercial” scale 
farms — and continuing incen­ 
tives for “outside” investment 
in farm production. 
Farm officials say giant cor­ 
porations currently do not play 
a major role in most segments 
of agriculture, but the report 
said that “ large, multiunit cor­ 
porations are presently more 
evident among larger farms 
with over $100.()00 gross sales ” 
The report said one factor in 
the higher percentage return on 
equity earned by big farms was 
the fact they used more 
b o r r o w e d 
m o n e y 
Since 
farm ers were earning more in 
profits with borrowed capital 
than they paid out in interest on 
their loans, increased borrow­ 
ing produces “ a higher rate of 
earnings for each dollar of 
equity.” the report explained

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Fire department plans 


It is difficult at this time to 
completely understand just 
exactly what the county ad­ 
ministration has in mind as 
regards the county fire depart­ 
ment but it certainly appears 
that they are destined to slash 
that department’s budget and 
end up with some curtailment 
of services in proposed 
reorganization moves. 
Although it is all well and 
good that the administration 
examine specific departments 
from time to time to gain 
more efficiency, it does not 
appear that the way they are 
headed with this department 
that efficiency will be gained. 
Great concern over the 
proposals has been voiced by a 
spokesman 
for 
the 
Vandenberg Village Associa­ 
tion and the University of 
California and their points are 
well taken. High fire protec­ 
tion in the Village and Mission 
Hills areas is extremely 
necessary, not any proposals 


for curtailment. Experience 
has definitely shown this to be 
true. 
We are certain that 
the 
county fire department can be 
made more efficient. We 
doubt seriously if there isn’t a 
single county department that 
couldn’t be made more ef­ 
ficient. The point we are mak­ 
ing, of course, is that as con­ 
cerns fire protection, ef­ 
ficiency is not gained by cur­ 
tailment. 
The board of supervisors has 
long been at odds with the 
county firefighters union since 
labor disputes going back to 
1975. We sincerely hope that 
this feeling has no bearing on 
their present deliberations. 
The board of supervisors will 
meet on this question Tuesday. 
We are fervently hoping that 
their decision will not, in 
any way, diminish the 
capabilities of the county fire 
department as regards their 
ability to protect our property.

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Detente 
in the 
nips crisis 
bud 


WASHINGTON — The story can now 
be told how the three superpowers, 
thanks to a word that President Ford has 
banned during the presidential cam­ 
paign, averted a military crisis in Korea. 
The word is “detente.” 
The murder of two American officers 
by ax-wielding North Korean guards 
was the sort of inci­ 
dent which, in times 
p a st, m igh t h ave 
brought the United 
States to the edge of a 
war that could have in- 
volved Russia and 
China. 
Instead, Secretary 
of State Henry Kis­ 
singer asked both the 
Russians and Chinese 
to use their influence 
to cool the crisis. 
Secret 
intelligence 
reports state that both superpowers in­ 
tervened with North Korea. 
The pressure was too great for North 
Korea's militant Kim II Sung to buck. He 
issued a personal statement that the sl­ 
aying of the two Americans was "regret­ 
ful.” It was the first apology Kim has 
ever made to the U.S. 
The attitude of the Russians and 
Chinese raises the hope that future inci­ 
dents can be defused before they develop 
into a war of incredible magnitude. In a 
typical cable, for example, the U.S. em­ 
bassy in Moscow quoted the comment of 
an official in the Soviet Foreign 
Ministry. 
The confidential cable quoted the 
Soviet as saying: “With friends like 
Kim. who needs en em ies? ” This 
probably wasn’t the official’s exact 
language but, rather, the embassy’s 
paraphrase of what the official meant. 
But he went on to decry Kim’s meddling 
with the balance of power. 
But Assistant Secretary of State Philip 
Habib probably summarized the Korean 
incident best in a telephone conversation 
with Rep. John Murphy. D-NY. Habib 
called to protest a resolution that 
Murphy had submitted on the Korean 
crisis. 
“I know you agree with the display of 
force we put on,” said Habib. “I mean, 
Christ, we sent a squadron of F-4s from 
Japan, a squadron of F -llls from Idaho 
and put the carrier Midway with five es­ 
cort vessels and 75 fighter-bombers in 
the Sea of Japan. 
“We flew over B-52s and on the morn­ 
ing we cut down the tree, we lined up 
every troop and every piece of equip­ 
ment on the hill so the North Koreans 
could see. I didn’t think we could go any 
further than that.” 
Murphy agreed. “Why do you think the 
North Koreans sent the United States an 
apology of sorts?” he asked. “This is un­ 
precedented for them.” 
“I think they overplayed their hand,” 
suggested Habib. “It backfired on them. 
Realizing this, they had to back off a lit­ 
tle.” 
“Don’t you think the Russians and the 
Chinese let Kim II Sung know that they 
thought this was a totally insane act and 
that they weren’t about to let him start 
something and expected them to finish 
it?” asked the Congressman. 
“Yes.” said Habib. “I think Russia 
and China definitely had input into the in­ 
cident after it happened, but I don’t think 
they would go so far as to abandon him. 
They probably told him, ‘What the hell 
are you doing, the United States is not 


going to tolerate this, and you had better 
make some conciliatory gesture.” 
O’NEILL’S KITTY: Rep. Thomas 
“Tip” O’Neill, D-Mass., the likeable, 
loquacious House majority leader, is 
quietly passing out campaign cash to 
Congressmen whose votes he seeks. He 
hopes to drum up enough votes to replace 
retiring House Speaker Carl Albert. 
The pattern of the payments suggests 
that O’Neill is really trying to buy sup­ 
port for his bid for Speaker. With 
suspicious charity, he has handed out 
generous contributions to colleagues who 
have no serious opposition and, 
therefore, no real need for campaign 
cash. But they are powers in the House 
who could influence the election of the 
next Speaker. 
We reported last December that 
O’Neill threw a $l,000-a-plate fund­ 
raisin g dinner at a fash ionab le 
Washington hotel. He has now amassed a 
campaign chest over $100,000. 
The burly, big-hearted Bostonian is 
deputy chairman of the Democratic 
Congressional 
Campaign 
Committee, 
w hich d is tr ib u te s funds to all 
Democratic candidates for the House. 
But he has offered the committee only 
$5.000 of his campaign boodle. He plans 
to hand out most of the money, apparent­ 
ly, to Congressmen who can do him some 
good. 
He has handed out $500 contributions, 
for example, to 14 incumbent Congres­ 
smen who hardly seem to need the 
money. Here are a few of them: 
— Rep James Delaney, D-NY , won 
93 per cent of the vote the last time he 
ran. He has little need, therefore, for 
campaign money from O’Neill. But 
Delaney is a power in the House, who is 
in line to head the potent House Rules 
Committee next January O’Neill wants 
him in his comer. 
— Rep. Jim Wright. D-Tex., another 
key Congressman, was elected easily 
two years ago with 79 per cent of the 
vote 
But O’Neill slipped him $500 
anyway. 
— Rep. Joe Gaydos, D-Pa., piled up 82 
per cent of the vote in his last election. 
Yet O’Neill courted him with a $500 con­ 
tribution. 
— Congressmen Lee Hamilton. D-Ind., 
Lucien Nedzi, D-Mich., Andy Young, D- 
Ga . and Ed Patten, D-N J., all had easy 
elections the last time they ran. But 
despite comfortable victories over 70 per 
cent, O'Neill gave them each $500 
anyway so they would remember him 
when it comes time to choose the next 
Speaker. 
So far. the big Bostonian has doled out 
three times more money to incumbent 
Congressmen than to challengers. The 
incumbents, of course, will have more 
clout in choosing the Speaker. 
Footnote: 
In 1974, O’Neill also 
collected a campaign kitty and dis­ 
tributed the money to Congressmen 
whose good will he sought. He already 
had his eyes on the Speakership

Tom Tiede 
Trudeauism 
runs out 
of steam 


OTTAWA — (NEA) — Pierre Elliott 
Trudeau cam e into the Canadian 
political scene like a rock through a pic­ 
ture window. Unfortunately, the scat­ 
tered glass has not only wounded his na­ 
tion but its relations with the United 
States as well. Not in modem times has 
there been more tension between the 
good neighbors. 
T he 
p r i m e 
m i n i s t e r ’s shabby 
handling of Taiwan 
during the Oympic 
G a m e s 
w a s 
but 
another reminder that 
his values are other 
than those of Uncle 
S a m. 
In 
e i g h t 
tempestuous years as 
chief of state Trudeau 
has for the first time 
in memory reminded 
both sides that our 
5,500 mile long border is real and sur­ 
prisingly fragile; if he is not anti- 
American, he fits that description well 
enough. 
Much of the litany of Trudeau’s 
manufactured aggravation is well 
known. He or his office are forever 
threatening nationalization of U.S. in­ 
terests in Canada. He has recently 
ordered a blackout of U.S. advertise­ 
ments on the American television 
programs picked up in the north. He has 
sharply increased the price of oil. He has 
instituted policies discouraging U.S. in­ 
vestments in his nation. And, of course, 
he has missed few opportunities to tell 
the world of fallout received from 
residing side by side with the rich un­ 
washed. 
Far more important than those irrita­ 
tions. however, is Trudeau’s all but in­ 
com prehensible 
abandonm ent 
of 
Canada's military security respon­ 
sibilities to the U.S. and to the rest of 
what is randomly know as the free 
world. In less than a decade the P.M. has 
reduced the Canadian service from a 
proud force to a humiliated one, and 
thereby decidedly relaxed the defense of 
North America. 
Trudeau, of course, has never had 
much use for organized arms. As an 
academic he saw warfare as largely 
imperialistic; indeed, he even resented 
Canada’s participation against Hitler 
and the Japanese. One of his first acts 
after election was to signal a shrinkage 
of commitment to NATO, since then he 
has systematically cut the defense force 
to where it now could not defend Ottawa 
(against Montreal?) much less the rest 
of the nation's 3 5 million square miles. 
It’s not that he's against spending tax 
money. The Canadian budget has gone up 
fourfold since 1968. to a present estimate 
of $42 billion annually. Yet where in 1966 
the armed forces accounted for 20 per 
cent of the budget, it now is allowed only 
10 7 per cent The military costs are $2.8 
billion this year, or $127 per citizen; by 
comparison the U S spends $110 billion, 
or about $500 per resident. 
not to put too fine a point on it. the 
Canadian military is comic. It consists of 
78.000 active and 21,000 reserve person­ 
nel. its naval arm has 20 destroyers and 
three conventional submarines, and its 
air force maintains only three fighter 
bases. There are warlords in the world 
stronger than this. The Northwest 
Mounted Police are stronger than this. 
By way of contrast, neutral Sweden, with 
one-third the Canadian population, has 10 
times the soldiers. 
Even that which is left of the Canadian 
force is handled unrealistically. Nearly 
80 per cent of the defense budget goes to 
pay and allowances for what are perhaps 
the best salaried troops on the globe A 
private with four years experience can 
draw $775 a month b as ic pay. 
Meanwhile, there is little money for the 
less sexy things such as equipment and 
maintenance: at any given time, says a 
military expert here, half of Canada’s 
tank corps is inoperable 
The loss of Canada as a defense ally is 
not, presumably, crucial to the United 
States 
By now Americans expect 
irresponsibility from their neighbors 
regarding mutual security (if Canada is 
an example. Mexico is the prototype). 
Nor can one wholeheartedly deplore this 
nation's genuine desire to see less not 
more arms building and war.
